Searching for answers 


More than one person 
may have been involved 
in murders, sources say

While Chicago police have only one known 
suspect in the murders of three relatives 
of actress Jennifer Hudson, some evidence 
suggests that more than one person may 
have been involved, law enforcement sources 
said Tuesday. 

Investigators have focused on suspect 
William Balfour’s movements on Friday, the 
day of the murders, as well as his conflicts 
with his estranged wife, Julia Hudson, and 
other members of the family. They are trying 
to determine whether another person drove 
Balfour to the West Side following the 
murders at the Hudson’s South Side home, 
sources said. 

Witnesses said Balfour drove his teal- 
colored Chrysler to the Hudsons’ block 
Friday, arriving around 7 a.m. But later in 
the day, the vehicle was discovered by police 
parked about a mile away outside Robeson 
High School. Balfour’s girlfriend allegedly 
told police that he was at her West Side 


As detectives continued searching for 
answers, the Cook County Medical 
Examiner’s Office released autopsy results 
Tuesday showing Julian King died from 
multiple gunshot wounds. 

Also on Tuesday, new details emerged 
about Balfour’s criminal and personal 
history. 


home not long after the murders of Hudson’s 
mother, Darnell Donerson, and the Oscar- 
winning actress’ brother, Jason Hudson at 
their Englewood home, sources said. 

The body of Hudson’s 7-year-old nephew, 
Julian King, was discovered Monday 
morning in the back of Jason Hudson’s 
Chevy Suburban, parked on a West Side 
street. 

Balfour has not been charged in connection 
with the murders, but he is being held on a 
parole violation after he was arrested and 
questioned in the case over the weekend. 

Security video at the South Side high 
school showed someone parking the 
Chrysler on Friday, but investigators have 
not been able to determine the person’s 
identity from the images, the sources said. 


A time stamp on the video showed the car 
was left there at 12:30 p.m. Friday, but it was 
unclear whether the stamp was accurate, 
sources said. 

Meanwhile, cell phone records placed 
Balfour on the West Side at that hour, sources 
said. If the time stamp is accurate, it would 
suggest another person may have driven 
the Chrysler from the Hudson home to 
Robeson, sources said. In any event, Balfour 
did not use his own car to travel from the 
Hudson's Englewood house to his girlfriend’s 
home near 19th Street and Spaulding Avenue 
on the West Side, police said. 

Last June, while on parole for a 1999 
attempted murder conviction, Balfour was 
arrested for possession of cocaine. According 
to court records, Balfour was stopped by 
officers after he got out of a vehicle that had 
turned a corner at a high rate of speed in an 
area where police were investigating calls 
of shots fired. Police found drugs in the car 
Balfour was driving. The Illinois Department 
of Corrections was contacted about the new 
drug charges because he was on parole, but 
the agency decided not to revoke his parole 
and return him to prison, according to the 
records.

City expecting 
huge turnout 
for Obama rally 


Chicago 
Tribune 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidate Barack 
Obama’s campaign 
on Tuesday offered 
online applications 
to Illinois supporters to attend an election- 
night rally in Grant Park, as Chicago 
officials gave every indication they were 
bracing for an enormous turnout. 

The decision to limit tickets to Illinois 
residents—at least so far—reflects a 
desire among campaign officials to pack 
in a raucous crowd while also limiting the 
rally’s potential for leeching campaign 
volunteers from voting battlegrounds in 
Indiana and Wisconsin. 

City planners face their own balancing 
act: a desire to showcase Chicago as 
inclusive, while also making sure that the 
presidential candidate and the attendees 
are safe. 

“That night will be a celebration, and we 
are asking the families and everybody to 
come together. And of course security is 
very important whether it’s a presidential 
candidate or any grouping you have for the 
people,” Mayor Daley told reporters. Last 
week, the city said the south end of Grant 
Park can hold up to 70,000 people. 

On Tuesday, Daley said he expected an 
overflow crowd of up to a million. 

The city canceled days off next Tuesday 
for Chicago police officers and said it 
had contracted its former security chief 
for the 2005 White Sox World Series to 
coordinate security for election night. 

Details are being handled by C3 
Presents, the promoters that manage 
Lollapalooza. 

It appears that people attending the rally 
will need to pass through metal detectors 
to gain entry, similar to going through 
security at the airport. The Obama 
campaign’s invitation required photo IDs 
and prohibited bags, signs, banners, chairs 
and strollers. 

The electronic invitation for next week’s 
rally, sent exclusively to Illinois supporters, 
says gates will open at 8:30 p.m., well after 
the end of the downtown rush hour. 
After providing a Web address for ticket 
applications, the invitation states that 
“an official printed ticket is required for 
entrance” and that each ticket will be valid 
for two people. 

Printable tickets will be e-mailed to 
supporters prior to the event.

Lines surge for ballots 


Early voters descend on 
polls in Chicago, suburbs

Xenia Powell was among more than a hundred people who 
crushed themselves into the basement of a South Side 
community center this week with the idea of voting early to 
avoid long lines on Election Day. 

“Wow,” said Powell when she joined the back of the line 
that snaked its way from inside the large basement voting 
room and down two hallways in the King Community Center. 
The history teacher at a South Side charter school settled in 
to wait another 45 minutes before voting. 

“It’s never taken me this long to vote before, even when I 
voted on Election Day, but it’s fine,” she said. 

“I want to show my students I early-voted. So I’m here for 
the long haul.” 

Powell is among more than 540,000 voters in the city and 
suburbs who so far have jammed into 150 different libraries, 
office buildings and fieldhouses serving as early voting polling 
places. 

By the time early voting is over on Thursday, an estimated 


697,000 people are expected to have cast ballots before 
Election Day. 

“Each day seems to break a record,” Cook County Clerk 
David Orr said. “This is the most intense presidential election 
I’ve ever seen. People are willing to stand and wait. They’re 
just so intent on it.” 

Orr said more than 10,000 people have voted in Orland 
Park, while another 8,500 have made their way to the polls 
in Wheeling. 

“This is just incredible,” said Lance Gough, executive 
director of the city’s elections board. “The numbers are off 
the charts.” 

All told, city and suburban election officials estimate that 
this time out, early voting totals will have tripled since it 
began in March 2006. 

The major increase in early voting isn’t completely a 
surprise—this is the first early voting for a presidential 
general election, and the Democratic nominee is Illinois Sen. 
Barack Obama. 

Indeed, lines at the city’s 51 early voting stations have 
exceeded an hour in some precincts where new registrations 
have rocketed to record levels.

The Major League Baseball rule governing

Rule 4.12 SUSPENDED GAMES 
(c) A suspended game shall be resumed at 
the exact point of suspension of the original 
game. The completion of a suspended game 
is a continuation of the original game. The 
lineup and batting order of both teams shall 
be exactly the same as the lineup and batting 
order at the moment of suspension, subject 
to the rules governing substitution. Any 
player may be replaced by a player who had 


not been in the game prior to the suspension. 


No player removed before the suspension 
may be returned to the lineup.

In the middle of all this World Series chaos, Joe 
Maddon sounded rather calm. 

Bumped to a hotel in Delaware until Game 5 
resumes Wednesday night—if the weather cooper- 
ates—the Tampa Bay manager and his young team 
rode out the storm together. 

“I referred to it as kind of like getting snowed in, 
if I could go back to my roots,” said Maddon, raised 
in nearby Hazleton, Pa. 

Rain put the Series on hold Monday night, with 
the Phillies and Tampa Bay Rays suspended in the 
sixth inning with the score 2-2. 

More rain and possible snow showers were 
expected Tuesday, so commissioner Bud Selig said 
Game 5 was tentatively set to resume at 7:37 p.m. 
Wednesday night. 

Selig said there was no way to resume play 
Tuesday. 

“While obviously we want to finish Game 5 as 
soon as possible, the forecast for [Tuesday] does not 
allow for us to continue the game this evening,” he 
said. 

The forecast for Wednesday called for clearing 
skies by the early afternoon, with temperatures in 
the upper 30s by night. 

“We get to bat four times, they get 
to bat three. We get 12 outs, they get 
nine,” Phillies manager Charlie Manuel 
said. “We are definitely coming with the 
mind-set that we are going to win that 
game.” 

The Phillies lead the Series 3-1, need- 
ing one more win for their first champi- 
onship since 1980. There has never been 
a rain-shortened game in Series history, 
and this was the first suspension.

They talk in sketchy English accents, wear 
fake blood-splattered robes onstage and 
swear they’re either 300 years old or eternal- 
ly 49. But ever since fans of Chicago metal 
band Cealed Kasket began calling themselves 
Kasketeers a few years 
ago and showing up to 
concerts with swords 
(the group promotes 
fighting among audience 
members), the band’s 
shtick has been less an act than an identity— 
not to mention a pretty decent entry point 
into their music, a heavier and slightly less 
goofy version of Spinal Tap’s metal chops. 

“Without America’s label of ‘joke band,’ 
they wouldn’t be able to take us into their 
family rooms,” says singer Mortal Death (real 
name: Joshua Shenk) in a particularly bois- 
terous English brogue. “Call us what you will, 
but Cealed Kasket will never die.” 

So maybe it’s a faux identity, but Cealed 
Kasket never pretended to take themselves 
seriously. We met Mortal Death and “super- 
natural” bassist Maurice Pearlman (Mike 
Davidov) in their Wicker Park ’hood at 
Estelle’s—where the clientele usually doesn’t 
include foul-mouthed ghouls who show up in 
makeup and wigs and demand PBRs from the

“bar wench” — to talk about Halloween, magic 
tricks and their annual Martyrs’ show. 


You're doing a three-show Halloween tour. 
What’s in store for Martyrs’ on the 31st? 
Mortal Death: We are going to have explo- 
sions, not of your 
fire, but of ... what’s 
the word I’m looking 
for? Of tremendous 
proportions! ... We’re 
also bringing back 
what made us the greatest and most contro- 
versial band, and that is you, the fans!

Maurice Pearlman: I haven't seen him in like 
four weeks, so I don’t know any of this.

human. I’ve learned about a spell called the 
Shut Up Spell. I haven’t done it, but it could 
happen. I’ve learned another spell called 
Wild Turkey, which is a really effective spell 
when you want to get the wheels rolling. 


Wild Turkey? What does it do? 

MD: The Wild Turkey [bourbon] appears and 
we drink, we consume. You know, I don’t do 
these spells as party tricks. It’s like a ninja 
would use his skills in emergency situations. 


When was the last time you used one? 
MD: Last party we were at. We had to get 
these [ladies] all tanked. 


If you don’t have a show, do you dress up for 
Halloween? 

MD: Well, the dressing up thing got a little 
passé.

Online retailers — grappling with a sharp drop in con- 
sumer spending from even their most gung-ho Web 
enthusiasts — are becoming pushier with e-mails that 
pitch the latest deals. 

With pleas like, “Last chance to save 20 percent,” 
or “Hurry, final sale ends,” retailers from pure online 
players to land-based stores with a Web presence 
are hoping to get consumers to open their wallets — 
quickly and in a cost-effective way. 

Ann Taylor Stores’ recent e-mails promote knit tops 
as low as $9.99, while Saks Fifth Avenue’s e-mail mes- 
sages tout up to 60 percent off on new women’s fash- 
ions. But such attempts to pump up sales threaten to 
drive away shoppers, who may already be starting to 
get bleary-eyed over the bombardment. 
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And if consumers are fed up with the e-mail blasts now, 
just wait until the holiday season gets under way—with 
merchants expecting to increase the pace as they do 
whatever they can to make their sales goals. 

“I find them annoying,” said Cory Porter, a Web 
shopping fan from Washington, D.C., who says he 
now receives about seven per day, twice as many as 
about two months ago. He had signed up with about 
nine retailers including Barneys New York, Banana 
Republic and Safeway to receive e-mail promotions, 
but thought they would be customized to his needs. 

“T am a 32-year-old guy who lives in an urban area 
with no kids,” Porter said. “In other words, I don’t 
need blouses, high heels, or kids’ juice boxes.” As a 
result, he’s opted out with some stores, directing the 
rest to his spam account. 

The frenetic pace of offers comes as Web 
shopping—which had held up better in the slowing 
economy than store-based retailing—has been 
starting to slow dramatically since the financial 
meltdown intensified in September. 

Sucharita Mulpuru, an analyst at Internet research 
company Forrester Research, expects online retailers 
to fare better than regular stores this holiday season 
because of the convenience, the breadth of selection 
and the perceived value. But “there is definitely a 
significant slowing down” in online shopping.

Amazon.com, considered the bellwether of Web 
shopping, announced last week that it was slashing 
its full-year sales outlook, saying it had slower growth 
rates near the end of the quarter and now expects 
annual revenue below analyst expectations. 

Porter, who does public relations for government 
contractors, noted that he slashed his spending on 
clothing and gadgets to $200 this month amid “all the 
economic uncertainty.” That compares with the $500 
per month he had been spending. He said he typically 
does about half of his buying on the Web. 

Internet Retailer’s recent survey of 174 Web 
retailers, including those that operate stores, found 
that nearly half have increased the number of 
monthly e-mails they send compared with a year ago. 
Chad White, director of retail insights for the Email 
Experience Council, the e-mail marketing arm of the 
DMA, reports an 8 percent increase in the number of 
e-mails stores have sent for the week ended Oct. 17, 
compared with the same week a year earlier. 

Julie Katz, another Forrester analyst, expects that 
stores may pull back on e-mail campaigns after the 
holiday season; she added such programs still cost 
companies a “chunk of change” given the millions of 
e-mails they send out. 

“Consumers just don’t have the dollars,” she said. 
“The reality is going to sink in.”

What is it about oatmeal that people love to 
hate? 

Many people just consider it a big bowl of 
goo that’s good for you, and that’s the end 
of it. But oatmeal doesn’t deserve the bum’s 
rush, and here’s why. 

Have you had your cholesterol checked 
lately? 

More than 40 studies show that the soluble 
fiber in oats helps lower the LDL, or “bad” 
cholesterol, and reduce the risk of heart 
disease. 

According to Quaker, which began milling 
oats in the late 1800s, all it takes is 3/, cup of 
oatmeal each day to help lower cholesterol 
while maintaining the good cholesterol that 
your body needs. And in January 1997, the 
Food and Drug Administration announced 
that oatmeal could carry a label saying it 
may reduce the risk of heart disease when 
combined with a low-fat diet. 

OK, sure it’s a healthy breakfast, but used 
in other ways, oatmeal can enhance a variety 
of dishes from meatloaf to cookies. Oatmeal 
is the backbone of granola and energy bars, 
and bakes into a great bread, adds a blast of 
goodness to the morning smoothie and makes 
a great topping for a fruit crisp or coffee cake.

Old-fashioned or rolled oats: Oats that 
have been rolled to flatten them into a flake 
so they cook faster, about 5 minutes. 
Quick-cooking oats (also called minute 
oats): Rolled oats cut into smaller pieces 

so they cook in 1 minute. Great to use in 
meatloaf, in place of bread crumbs or as a 
topping for crisps. 

Instant oats: Oats that are cut even thinner 
and finer. Usually flavored and designed to 
be cooked in microwave. Watch the sugar 
content in instant oats as they usually are 
loaded. 

Steel-cut oats or Irish oats: Oats that have 
been cut into chunks instead of rolled. They 
have a hearty, nutty taste, take longer to 
cook—about 30 minutes—but have more 
flavor and better texture.

Oatmeal comes in a few varieties, including 
old-fashioned (also called rolled) and instant. 
But according to ratings from Consumer 
Reports, the longer it takes to cook, the better 
oatmeal tastes. And the unflavored, longer- 
cooking oatmeal also has fewer calories, no 
sodium and no added sugar. 

Aside from its health benefits, oatmeal is 
affordable, unlike those sugary cereals with no 
added nutritional benefit unless you consider 
sugar a health booster.

Fable II delivers a living, breathing world 
filled with adventure. It’s not perfect, but 
it is one of the most absorbing experi- 
ences you can have on an XB360. Your first 
choice is simple: Do you want to play as a 
boy or a girl? Then you’re dumped on the 
snowy streets of a Dickensian town called 
Bowerstone, where you and your sister, 
Rose, scrounge for coins. After rescuing a 
puppy and cranking up a magic music box, 
you and Rose are summoned by the mysteri- 
ous Lord Lucien—who promptly murders 
Rose and tries to kill you. 

Fable II doesn’t have the most original 
plot. It often feels like a potpourri of ele- 
ments from every fantasy epic you've ever 


read, from “The Odyssey” and “The Arabian 
Nights” to “The Lord of the Rings” and the 
Harry Potter series. But genre fans are just 
as likely to appreciate the references as to be 
annoyed by them. 

More problematic, the combat is a bit 
simplistic: You press one button for melee 
attacks (swords, axes), one button for ranged 
attacks (guns, crossbows) and one button for 
magic. Likewise, most of the dungeons are 
a little too straightforward for battle-hard- 
ened role-playing fans. 

But I really got sucked into the world of 
Fable IT. It doesn’t reinvent the RPG, but 
it does make the genre accessible to new- 
comers while providing more than enough 
action to satisfy the most demanding aficio- 
nado.

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Carve outa 
jack-o’-lantern

Scary or fun, disturbing or whimsical, intricate or simple, jack-o’-lanterns are 


apt symbols of Halloween. Here is a step-by-step guide to better carving. 


Detailed steps 


PREP 

» Have an idea of the design or bring a sketch 
to the pumpkin patch so that the purchased 
pumpkin fits the shape of the pattern. 

» Larger, less complicated designs work best. 
» If you are looking to create a unique face 

or design, look for pumpkins that are oddly 
shaped or have lumpy surfaces. 

» Make sure you have all the tools to complete 
your design before you start carving. 

» Create an uncluttered, clean area to carve. 
» Have an empty bowl or garbage nearby for 
disposal of discarded pieces and pulp. 


CARVING 

» Scrape the pumpkin wall to about an inch 
thick to make it easier to carve. 

» For better control, put the pumpkin in a large 
bowl while carving. 

» Leave enough solid pumpkin at the base of 
the design to hide the candle or small battery- 
powered light. 

» Wait until the carving is finished before 
removing carved pieces. It will create a sturdier 
pumpkin during the carving process. 

» To remove carved pieces, push from the 
inside outward. Don't force them if they are 
difficult to remove. Go over each cut until the 
piece can be removed smoothly. 


FINAL CREATION 
» Consider using a safe, battery-operated light 


instead of a candle. 

» See how the pattern looks with light before 
returning to refine the design. 

» To preserve the pumpkin when it is not on 
display, wrap it in plastic wrap and put it in the 
refrigerator. 

» A shriveled pumpkin can be revived by 
soaking it in cold water for several hours. Before 
putting it back on display, drain it and pat it dry. 
This can be done several times to extend the 
life of the pumpkin. 

» To have your pumpkin design look its best, 
carve it one to two days before Halloween or a 
holiday party. 


Basic steps 


» Cut a two-inch diameter hole in the top. 
» Scoop out the fiber so there is little to no 
pulp left inside. Replace the top. 

» Create the design using washable 
marker. Use cleaning wipes to erase 
mistakes. 

» Start with the fine detail work, cutting 
out the small pieces and the areas of 
intricate design. Use smaller, sharper tools 
to avoid big mistakes and work slowly. 

» Cut out bigger pieces. Round off the 
edges and clear out the inside. 

» Put in tealights. Light it and enjoy.
